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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


This year has been a very interesting one for the Pelham schools, 
marked by some challenging problems and several accomplishments of which 
we can all be proud. 


Uppermost in everyone's mind must be the severe loss of state aid we 
suffered unexpectedly this year. Pelham's growth in the tax base, coupled 
with a drop in pupil enrollment, lost us roughly a quarter of a million 
dollars in revenue. This was reflected immediately in this year's tax rate. 
Yet, even in spite of this, the rise in the school tax was percent per year 
over the last five years, not too bad in a time of 12 percent national 
inflation last year. Of -course, we all realize that no one likes to see taxes 
rise. 


There is one important change you will see at the Annual School District 
Meeting. This year, due to federal regulations, Pelham was required to 
completely restructure its’ accounting to meet the new federal "Handbook II" 
standards. This means you will no longer see the familiar budget numbers such 
as "210-salaries" and '"215-textbooks". And it is not just that these items 
have been given new and longer numbers. They have been reclassified into 
different groups. (A handout at the Annual Meeting will explain the new 
groups.) But, both the School Administrative Unit #28, the School Board, and 
I'm sure, the Budget Committee, have already struggled with not being able to 
exactly compare this year's proposed dollars with last year. I believe that 
the best thing to do is to try hard to understand the new system, so we will be 
able to make more meaningful comparisons next year. 


In spite of these things, we can all be proud of several accomplishments. 
Not the least is the startup of the new discipline code at the Pelham High School 
and its' new in-house suspension program. This has already shown a reduction, 
marked in some cases, of the number of students who are suspended, or who incur 
repeated suspensions. This entire program is the result of a committee of very 
dedicated townspeople. 


After a lengthy period of negotiations, the teachers and the Board, with 
the able help of the Annual Meeting, arrived at a mutually satisfactory contract 
for 1980-1981. Also under action of last year's meeting, we instituted a new 
health course in the Memorial School and handwriting materials in the Sherburne 
School. And, several energy-saving changes have been made to the Sherburne 
School and Pelham High School buildings. 


With your support, the School District hopes to continue to improve our 
buildings and programs in all schools, as much as our limited means will permit. 
One very important way this is done is with your participation on School 
District committees and your public and private criticism. For this reason, [ 
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want to express my sincere and heartfelt thanks of course to every Board 
Member, but especially everyone who has given not only his or her tax money, 
but also time or thoughts to the District, its' committees, its' Board Members, 
its' Annual Meeting, and its" employees who surely must be its' very soul.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Pelham: 


Certainly, the most significant and controversial issue to encounter the 
District this year was the dramatic rise in the tax rate, and particularly that 
portion of support for schools. The rise in the school portion of the tax rate 
has required considerable sacrifice on the part of all the residents of Pelham, 
and this fact has been duly recognized. 


After a more careful examination of the statistics, it can be stated that 
over the previous five year period, the school taxes decreased seven dollars 
and sixty cents ($7.60) for a net decline of fifteen (15%) percent. However, 
during this current year, State Foundation Aid, which in 1979 was at $395,016, 
dropped to $76,957. When you consider the loss of State revenue and the fact 
that we received approval for new program efforts (in-house suspension and health 
education), an approved budget which reflects significant increases in costs 
for utilities, transportation and capital improvement projects, the inevitable 
increase must and did surface. 


Notwithstanding any of the above developments, the District also approved 
a new salary package between the Board and the Pelham Education Association. 
The salary settlement was in excess of twelve (12%) percent above the previous 
year's expenditures. Regardless, I believe that the approval represented 
significant progress in moving our District to a more competetive salary schedule 
despite the continued existence of a very low beginning salary. 


It would not be fair if my report only addressed our financial problems. 
Therefore, I would like to comment on other issues and accomplishments. First, 
our enrollments currently reflect a decline of forty students from the previous 
year. When this figure is compared to our census data, it suggests that our 
decline in enrollments is waning and that we can expect a period of stabilization. 
It should be noted that during this enrollment decline, the District, by attrition, 
has eliminated five teaching positions at the elementary school level. 
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In the field of curriculum development, the District will be administering 
the first battery of accountability testing this spring. It is planned that the 
results of these tests will be utilized to identify areas of needed program 
improvements and modifications. In addition, over the past five years, we have 
undertaken a complete revision and reorganization of our core curriculum 
subjects. These curriculum development activities in both the Science and 
Social Studies programs will be completed this school year. Thus, as a result, 
English, Mathematics, Science and Social Studies will have been completely 
revised on a scope and sequence pattern at each grade level for grades one through 
twelve. In each subject area, the time and work provided by the instructional 
staff has been the key element to our success in completing these projects. 


In summary, I wish to reiterate my personal commitment to the District with 
respect to delivering quality programs within the resources provided. This has 
been our philosophical foundation and it will continue to be reflected in our 
operational management techniques. The confidence, which has been expressed in 
our teachers, principals and supportive groups, has been exemplary and well 
deserved. These professionals have been and remain faithful to their responsi- 
bilities in serving your children. For the many people who assist me in directing 
the affairs of the District, I wish to commend for their loyalty and perseverance. 
Finally, the School Board is deserving of our gratitude for their continued 
commitment and support of public education.

REPORT OF SPECIAL SERVICES COORDINATOR 


Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


Special Services, within the Pelham School District, are continuing to 
provide quality programs for a broad spectrum of educationally handicapped 
students. We adhere to the philosophy of providing appropriate educational 
experiences within the least restrictive environment. Locally, the individual 
needs of students are met in Resource Rooms at each school. 


The federal funds received from P.L. 94:142 for identified students are 
used to provide direct supplemental services. A part-time teacher aide is 
maintained in each resource room to encourage lower teacher-student ratio and 
more direct teacher contact. We have continued contracting service from the 
Salem Community Health Center for psychological evaluations, teacher consultation 
and direct family counseling. Speech and language therapy time has been increased 
to benefit junior high and high school students. 
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Preschoolers in need of special educational service are, by law, being 
identified. Appropriate programs for this population are not available 
locally. Initial steps have been taken to evaluate the feasibility of 
developing regional preschool programs for the educationally handicapped. 


A dedicated group of individuals, under the chairmanship of Priscilla 
Currier, have developed a proposal for educating the gifted and talented 
students of Pelham. The unique needs of this population are well addressed 
in the proposed program which deserves your attention. 


The number and scope of students requiring special education is steadily 
rising. My priority for the remainder of this year will be to research 
delivery models and to evaluate cost effective methods for providing the 
increasing number of students with necessary special services. 


I have appreciated the opportunity to serve Pelham as coordinator. I 
would like to express my sincere thanks to the Special Service Teams for their 
unselfish concern and cooperation in behalf of each individual student. I 
thank the Lions Club and Knights of Columbus for their generosity in providing 
equipment to improve the quality of life for a handicapped child, and I truly 
appreciated the support and encouragement I have received from Mr. LaBranche, 
Mr. Kaffel and the Pelham School Board Members.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


I make this Annual Report with a feeling of gratitude to my professional 
staff, supportive parents, dedicated school board and a Central Office that 
supports our Philosophy of Education for the elementary children of Pelham. 

We have truly become a humanistic, child-centered and skill oriented school in 
which children can learn, experience, and live in a learning environment of 
love and respect. 


In the area of special services, I feel we are meeting the needs of all our 
students because of the generosity and concern of an informed citizentry. 
First, we have added two aides to the L.D. Program which allows us to service 
all fifty-five students. Secondly, we have added an aide, through: federal 
funding, to the Speech and Language Program which presently services thirty-two 
students and finally, through careful utilization of space, we have provided 
Mr. Blake, Counselor, a classroom in which we now have a "time out" area for the 
positive application of our behavior modification program. 
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Academically, we have instituted a new social studies program at the fourth 
grade level and plan to continue implementation of a grade level a year over 
the next two years. Also, the Heath Math series is now being used in all class- 
rooms along with the individual record keeping system that will follow each 
student from first grade through grade eight. The coordination taking place in 
the Pelham School District curriculum has made this worthwhile educational 
process a reality. 


In the area of testing and evaluation, we will be involved in the accounta- 
bility testing at the fourth grade for the first time this spring. We look 
forward to this experience with an expectation that along with the SRA Achievement 
results, we can plan educational programs and changes to meet the fiuture needs 
of our students. 


Although many advances have been made in this past school year, I would 
recommend that additional priorities be established to improve the learning and 
physical environments of the E. G. Sherburne School. 


Our educational offerings could be made more meaningful by adding the 
following: First, a "Gifted and Talented Program'' to meet the needs of our most 
able students. Secondly, a feasibility study should be considered for a class 
for the educable mentally retarded and/or a trainable class on a School 
Administrative Unit #28 basis. 


The physical facility still needs drainage installed on the playground to 
allow our students the use of the facility in wet weather. We have established 
many fuel conservation priorities and Mr. Guilbeault and his staff have 
completed the installation of new windows, lowered the hall ceiling, etc. We 
will need to accomodate our students when the School Administrative Unit #28 
office takes over the second floor of the Sherburne School. At that time, we 
will need to add self-contained rooms, through the installation of partitions, 
in two of the pods in the open concept area for the purpose of providing 
transitional rooms for grades 3 and 4. 


Finally, I would like to thank you, Mr. LaBranche, Mr. Kaffel, the Pelham 


School Board and my dedicated staff for their enthusiastic support and 
encouragement in providing for a quality education for the students of Pelham.

Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


With pleasure, I submit to you my Annual Report as Principal of the 
Memorial School. 
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I take much pride in the contributions and the accomplishments put forth 
by my staff in their approach to educating the youth of Pelham. Once again, 
our SRA achievement score results have indicated at least one year's growth 
in all academic areas. I attribute this to the diligence of my staff, to our 
on-going curriculum evaluation and revision and the efforts of the local 
accountability committee. 


In support of the budgetary process as initiated by yourself, that is, zero 
based budgeting wherein we request those items that are necessary to help us 
maintain existing programs or to request new items that are necessary to up-date 
curriculum and to meet the mandatory requirements established by policy or 
statute, I would like to point out several accomplishments: 


Ls The music program continues to be a growing aspect of the school. Presently, 
27% of the student body are actively involved. 


a The students are now offered a total health program. The curriculum, as 
approved by the School Board, is one that should help the students understand 
more about themselves, about their peers and the complex world about them. 


i A new aide is assisting the resource room teacher in the remediation of 
special service students. This certainly is a boost to an already invaluable 
program. 


A. The reading and language arts programs are now totally funded and it is 
expected that only replacement items will have to be purchased in the ensuing 
years. 


Consideration in the budget process has been made by myself and my faculty 
to turn our attention to the other three departments; mathematics, social studies 
and science. Complete revisions of textbooks at certain grade levels and 
supportive educational materials such as supplies, filmstrips, etc. will have 
to be made in order to insure that each and every student is afforded the proper 
materials for his education. 


I would like to take this opportunity to recognize the Pelham PTA for their 
continued support to this school, to Mrs. Velma Houle and her staff for their 
dedication to the well being of our students, to the community as a whole for 
their continued support, and to you, Mr. LaBranche, your central office staff 
and the School Board for all of the help and assistance extended to me this past 
school year. 


Finally, I personally would like to thank Mrs. Sandra Corbin, my secretary, 
and Mr. Ray Floryan, my assistant, for all the help they have given me in the 
total management of the school.

Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


I am proud to report the highlights of the 1979-1980 school year at 
Pelham High School. 


One major event has been the initiation of an Adjustment Center or in-house 
suspension program which is under the competent tutelage of the Adjustment 
Counselor. This program offers all suspendees full academic credit and has 
worked well to date. 


The parents, students, and staff have re-affirmed through the research of 
the Board's Curriculum Committee, their commitment to continue the trimester 
system. 


We have hired a number of new staff at Pelham High School to replace those 
who moved onto promotions or other alternatives. Their experience at Pelham 
High School has provided an excellent foundation. 


Mrs. St.Cyr has done a commendable job in assuming the leadership role in 
our Guidance Department. 


Student events and achievements were many and varied as usual. Our seniors 
went on a trip to Montreal, Canada, our first international journey as a school. 
Our girls' athletic teams, as in the past, went onto tournament play in 
basketball and softball and our cheerleaders placed second in the state competition. 
Our Thespians put on a number of successful plays and they also did well in the 
State competition. The efforts of the elementary children were greatly 
appreciated. The student government once again organized a successful bloodmobile 
while the National Honor Society put on a lovely Christmas Senior Citizens 
Dinner as a small part of their overall efforts. 


Approximately 50% of our seniors went onto post-secondary academic training 
of one kind or another. Our state college system is becoming more attractive 
particularly for its economic benefits to New Hampshire residents. The S.R.A. 
testing program for the ninth grade found the class to be performing above grade 
level and our college board scores were competetive in the area of mathematics 
but low in the verbal scores. We will be considering modifications in our 
English program which will accomodate more structure and continuity. 


The scholarship foundation completely outdid itself when it was able to 
award at graduation more than $6,000 to our seniors! My deepest esteem and 
appreciation for all those people who gave of their time for this worthy cause. 


The many non-monetary recommendations of the N.E.A.S.C. accreditation report 
have been addressed at the appropriate school level and the school is well on 
the way to implementing most of these suggestions. Those requiring a monetary 
effort made some progress. 
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I am most grateful to all the school personnel for a job well done and a 
fine school year. I am especially pleased to report that two individuals 
distinguished themselves to the extent that it requires an individual mention: 
Mrs. Suzann Knight was selected the Home Economics Teacher of the Year in the 
State of New Hampshire and Mr. Edward Hendry was re-elected to the State Board 
of Directors of Science Teachers in addition to chairing the National Convention 
of Science Teachers. Both of these individuals should be very proud of their 
contributions. 


A very special thank you to my assistant, David Kolifrath. HIs able 


assistance in all programs is greatly appreciated.

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RECORD OF ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


Wednesday, March 19, 1980 


The annual meeting of the Pelham School District was called to order on 
Wednesday, March 19, 1980 at 7:40 p.m. at the Memorial School by Moderator 
Philip Currier. Following the Pledge of Allegiance to our flag, Mr. Currier 
introduced School Board Members Maureen Allen, Richard Craven, Grace O'Hearn, 
Christopher Sintros and Chairman John Woodbory; Budget Committee members James 
Powers and John Lavallee; Superintendent of Schools, Henry E. LaBranche; Town 
Counsel, Robert Leslie; Clerk Dorothy Hill and Incoming Clerk Carol Giglio.

Submitted herewith is the report of the examination of the Pelham School 
District for the year ended June 30, 1979 which was made by this Division in 
accordance with the vote of the District. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given to the School District Clerk 
for retention as part of the School District's permanent records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Inventory of Fixed Assets: 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the District has 
not maintained a record o! its fixed assets. In order to adequately maintain 
control of its existing fixcd assets, we recomnent the District conduct an 
inventory of these assets as soon as is practical. As part of their long term 
Poemewee District Officials should initiate fixed assets records. Cost or 
consideration given is the venerally accepted method for valuing fixed assets 
and should be recorded on all new acquisitions. Where adequate documentation 
of cost is unavailable for existins, fixed assets, an estimate of original cost 
is an acceptable standard under accountins, principles tor governmental entities. 
The existance of fixed asset records will not only aid District Officials in 
their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in lony range 
planning. 


Adequacy of Insurance Coverage: 


Our examination of Surety Bond coverage disclosed that the District Treasurer 
is bonded for $15,000. In order to be consistent with other School Districts 
with comparable volume, we recommend an increase in the Treasurer's bond 
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Pelham School District December 7, 1979. 


General Comments (cont'd): 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71l-A, Section 21, require that the Auditor's 
summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be 
published in the next annual report of the School District. Publication of 
the Exhibits contained in this audit repurt is optional at the discretion 
of the School Board. This letter, however, must be published in its 
entirety.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and 
account groups of the Pelham School District listed in the foregoing 
table of contents for the year ended June 30, 1979. Except as explained 
in the following paragraphs, our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests 
of the accounting records as we considered necessary in the circumstances, 


We did not observe the taking of physical inventories of the School 
Lunch Fund as of June 30, 1979 (stated at $19,203). Due to the nature of 
the Lunch Fund's records, we were unable to satisfy ourselves as to the 
inventory quantities by means of other auditing procedures. 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire School Districts, Pelham 
School District has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, 
and accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of the omission of a statement 
of general fixed assets and the effects of possible inventory adjustments, 
as discussed in the preceding paragraph, these financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the Pelham School District at June 30, 1979 
and the results of its operations and changes in financial position for the 
year then ended, in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
applied on a basis consistent with the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but is presented as additional 
analytical data. This information has been subjected to the tests and other 
auditing procedures applied in the examination of the financial statements 
mentioned above, and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The following is a summary of significant accounting policies employed in 
the preparation of these financial statements. 


Fund Accounting 


The diverse nature of governmental operations and the necessity of determining 
compliance with legal provisions requires modification of accounting systems 
commonly used by commercial enterprises. Rather than establishing a single 
unified set of accounts to record and summarize all financial transactions, the 
accounts of the School District are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate entity with self-balancing 


accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balances, revenues, transfers 


and expenditures. 


Budgetary Accounting and Appropriations © 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in the General 
Fund are controlled by a budgetary accounting system in accordance with various 
legal requirements which govern the School District's operations. 


Appropriations in the General Fund are recorded when a liability has been 
incurred for goods and services received. Commitments for goods and services 

to be received are recognized as segregated reserves of budegtary appropriations 
and accordingly are carried forward until expended. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the Revolving and Agency Funds are maintained and reported on an 
accrual basis. All other funds included in the financial statements are 
maintained and reported on the modified accrual basis. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are recorded when 
received in cash, except in cases where they are both measurable and available, 
and therefore are resources which may be appropriated. Expenditures, except for 
interest on general long-term debt which is recorded when it becomes due, are 
recorded when certain goods or services are received and actual liabilities are 
incurred, 


OTHER GENERAL ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 
Student Activities Funds 


Annually, the District appropriates and transfers monies to the Student Activities 
Funds in a lump sum payment for individual disbursements by the Activities Fund 
in specific categories, namely: Athletics, Graduation Expenses, Home Economics, 
Music and Accreditation expenses. During the year ended June 30, 1979, total 
transfers amounted to $15,333.

2. OTHER GENERAL ACCOUNTING POLICIES (cont'd) 
Sick Leave 


Pelham School District teachers and support personel may accumulate up to 
105 days of sick leave, but are not entitled to a lump sum cash payment. 

The District does not record the cost of sick leave when earned. The 
estimated value of accumulated sick leave at June 30, 1979 was approximately 
$277,000. 


Retirement Plan 


Substantially all full time employees of the District participate in the 
State of New Hampshire Retirement System. Under this plan, participants 
contribute annually a percentage of compensation which is fixed by law. 
The District contribution rate for normal cost of the plan is based upon 
an actuarial valuation of the State Plan and has been set at 2.12% of 
annual compensation for teachers and 3.40% for all other employees. For 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1979, the normal cost of the plan to the 
District was $32,447. The amount, if any, of the excess vested benefits 
over pension fund assets for the Pelham School District is not available. 
Past service cost obligation in the amount of $1,010 was paid by the 
District during the Fiscal year ended June 30, 1979, 


3. FUND BALANCE OF THE GENERAL FUND 
The School District follows the practice of applying fund balance of the 
General Fund of the current year as a reduction of taxes in the following 
year. 


4. SCHOOL BUILDING AID 


The State of New Hampshire is funding approximately 30% of the annual 
principal of the School District's outstanding long-term debt. 


5. PRIOR YEAR ADJUSTMENT - SCHOOL LUNCH FUND 
The ommission of a $50 petty cash fund and inventories valued at $17,182 
resulted in a prior year adjustment of the School Lunch Fund balance in the 
amount of 517-232. 

6. GENERAL FUND CHECKING ACCOUNT OVERDRAFT 


The General Fund checking account is in a technical overdraft position as 
follows

TRANSMITTAL AND COMMENTARY LETTER

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and 
account groups of the Pelham School District for the year ended June 30, 
1980 and have issued our report thereon, dated November 24, 1980. As part 
of our examination, we reviewed and tested the District's system of 
internal accounting control to the extent we considered necessary to 
evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. 
Under these standards, the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a 
basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent 
of other such auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an 
opinion on the financial statements. Such study and evaluation disclosed 
the following conditions that we believe to be material weaknesses. 


Safeguards 


During our review we noted that the supply of unused checks used 
in the computer were not adequately safeguarded. We recommend that checks 
be kept in a locked enclosure and issued on a "as-needed" basis. 


Surety Bonds 


Our examination of bond coverage disclosed that the District Treasurer 
is bonded for $15,000. We recommend an increase in the Treasurer's bond as 
your exposure is significantly greater than this amount. 


All District personnel having access to cash should be bonded. We 


recommend a review of all employees duties and that all employees having 
access to cash be covered by an appropriate bond.

Other 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, 
but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and the reliability of financial records 
for preparing financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. 
The concept of.reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system 
of internal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and 
also recognizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires 
estimates and judgment by management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering 
the potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In 
the performance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunder- 
standing of instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other personal 
factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of 
duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can 
be circumvented intentionally by management with respect to the estimates and 
judgments required in the preparation of financial statements. Further, projec- 
tion of any evaluation of internal accounting control to future periods is 
subject to the risk that the procedures may become inadequate because of changes 
in conditions and that the degree of compliance with the procedures may deteri- 
orate. 


Our study and evaluation of the School District's system of internal 
accounting control for the year ended June 30, 1980 which was set forth in 
the first paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the 
system. 


Several other areas while not material weaknessess in internal accounting 
control, merit your attention. 


1) Inventory of Fixed Assets 


As is the practice with many N.H,. School Districts, the District has 
not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to adequately maintain 
control of its existing fixed assets, we recommend that the School District 
conduct an inventory of these assets as soon as it is practical. As part of 
their long-term policies, District officials should initiate fixed asset 
records. Cost or consideration given is the generally accepted method for 
valuing fixed assets, and should be recorded for all new acquisitions. Where 
adequate documentation of cost is unavailable for existing fixed assets, an 
estimate of original cost is an acceptable standard under accounting principles 
for governmental entitics. The existence of fixed asset records will not only 
aid District officials in the control of these asscts, but should be an invaluable 
tool in long-range planning.

2) Federal Information Returns 


Federal law requires that any person, partnership, or unincorporated 
business providing a service to the District that is paid more than $600 
per calander year must have an information return filed with the Internal 
Revenue Service. We did not find evidence that this had been done. 


We feel that procedures to identify these verdors should be integrated 
into the accounting system and that the returns should be prepared as a 
routine part of calander year-end payroll reporting. 


Publication Requirement 


The provisions of R,S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this letter be 
published in the next annual report of the School District. 


However, we suggest that you consider the publication of the entire 
report which includes auditor's opinion, financial statements and notes 
to financial statements. No portion of either the auditor's opinion, 
financial statements or notes to financial statements may be published 
separately. 


We extend our thank to the officials and employees of the Pelham 
School District for their assistance during the course of our audit.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Pelham School District conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles for local educational governmental units 
except as indicated hereinafter. The following is a summary of significant 
accounting policies. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accrual basis is used for all fiduciary (agency) funds. Governmental 
funds utilize the modified accrual basis whereby revenues are recorded when 
measurable and available. Expenditures are recorded when the liability is 
incurred (accrual basis) except: 


a. Disbursements for inventory items (materials and supplies) are 
considered expenditures at the time of purchase. 


b. Prepaid expenses are not normally recorded 


c. Inventory of food and:‘supplies in the School Lunch Fund are 
are recorded at cost on a first in - first out basis. 


General Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets acquired or constructed for general educational services 

are recorded as expenditures in the fund making the expenditure. Funds 

used to acquire general fixed assets and/or debt service payments on borrowings 
in connection therewith are accounted for as expenditures in the year payments 
are made. Generally accepted accounting principles require that general fixed 
assets be capitalized and accounted for in a separate fixed asset group of 
accounts. 


Taxes Collected By Others 


Under State law, the Town collects School District taxes as part of local 
property tax assessments. As collection agent, the Town is required to pay 
over to the School District it's share of property tax assessments through 
periodic payments based on projected cash flow requirements of the District. 
The Town assumes financial responsibility for uncollected property taxes. 


Inter-Fund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations, the School District has numerous 
transactions between funds including expenditures and transfers of resources 
to provide services. The accompanying governmental and fiduciary funds 
financial statements reflect such tranactions as transfers. 


PELHAM SCHOOL DISTRICT 


NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
(Continued) 


Retirement Plan 


Substantially all full-time employees of the District participate in the 
State of New Hampshire Retirement System. Under this plan, participants 
contribute annually a percentage of compensation which is fixed by law 
dependent upon age when contributions begin. The District contribution © 
rate for normal cost of the plan is based upon an actuarial valuation of 
the State Plan as of June 30, 1978 has been set at 2.12% of annual compen- 
sation for teachers and 3.4% for other employees. For the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1980 the normal cost of the plan to the District was $36,347. 
The amount, if any, of the excess vested benefits over pension fund assets 
for the Pelham School District is not available. At June 30, 1980 the 
District had no past service cost obligation. 


Sick Leave 


School District support personnel may accumulate up to 105 days of sick 
leave and school teachers may accumulate up to 105 days of sick leave. 
The District does not record the cost of sick leave when earned. The 
estimated value of accumulated sick leave at June 30, 1980 is $256,500. 


PURPOSE OF FUNDS AND ACCOUNT GROUPS: 


The School District reports its activities in numerous individual funds 

to comply with the limitations and restrictions placed on both the resources 
made available to the School District and the services provided. Individual 
funds and account groups summarized in the accompanying financial statements 
are classified as follows: 


A. Governmental Funds 


These funds are intended to provide recurring general services. 
They are controlled by a budget approved by the voters. 


General Fund - used to account for all revenues and expenditures 
which are not accounted for in other funds or account groups. 


Federal Project Funds (Special Revenue Funds) - used to account for 
specific restricted revenues and expenditures for various purposes. 
Receipts and expenditures of each fund are governed by the terms of 
contractural agreements, statutes or local law. 


Food Service (Special Revenue Fund) - used to account for revenues 
and expenditures for cafeteria operations. The Cafeteria Director's 
salary and the School District's portion of social security taxes 
for food service salaries is accounted for as an expense in the 
Food Service Fund,

B. Fiduciary Funds 


Agency Funds - these funds are used to account for assets held 
by School District in a fiduciary capacity for various student 
activities. 


C. General Long-Term Debt Account Group 


This group is used to account for the outstanding principal 
balances of general obligation bonds or notes. 


BUDGET: 

The School District's budget represents functional appropriations as 
authorized by annual or special School District meetings. The School 
Board may transfer funds between operating categories as they deem 
necessary.

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ANNUAL REPORT = 1980 


To the Citizens of Pelham: 


The Town of Pelham and the Board of Selectmen entered the decade of the 
80's confident of its abilities and looking to the future in a measured and 
orderly fashion. 


The Board played a key role in providing for the construction of housing 
for the elderly in Pelham, at no cost to the Town, and representing increased 
tax revenues for future years, Through a cooperative effort between the Board, 
its departments and employees, as well as realistic budgets, the Town finished 
1980 with only its second surplus in the last 12 years, As a result of a 
deligent search for all new construction, alterations, additions, etc., over 
500 properties were reviewed and the Town added over $4.1 million in valuation, 
which resulted in added revenues of over $273,000 and represented over $5.50 
that was not added to the tax rate, In addition, due to the Board's diligence 
and foresight the Town accumulated a surplus of $123,000 over the past three 
years, and was allowed to use $60,000 to reduce taxes representing $1.20 that 
was not added to the tax rate, rf fact, the Town portion of the tax rate 
declined $1.70 to $7.00, the lowest since 1972, (6.80) and in these inflation- 
ary times, the $7.00 rate would be the lowest in eight years. 


In another area of cost consciousness, the Town has continued its building 
energy conservation plan through insulation, ventilation, weatherstripping, etc. 
It is estimated that these programs have resulted in savings of $2,000 over the 
last two years. The Town was successful in obtaining a federal grant, at no 
additional cost to the Town, to fund the replacement of the obsolete and ineffi- 
cient furnace at the Hobb House and to partially fund the insulation of the 
remainder of the building. 


Looking to the future, the Board has participated in the preparation of 
the Town Master Plan and the Camp Alexander Master Plan. Both plans are out- 
lines of orderly development of the Town and its services, These outlines 
may be used to develop capital improvement plans, so that necessary improve= 
ments in the Town can be rationally planned and financed so as to minimize the 
impact on the tax rate, The Recreation Commission is presently preparing a 
proposal to present to the town meeting regarding the financing of the Phase I 
Improvements, The long running Sherburne/Mammoth Roads projects are scheduled 
to begin in the spring, and for completion in the fall of 1982, This will be 
the last year for the Town to raise money for the project. The Board has been 
closely involved in this project and has responded to the concerns of affected 
citizens by convening a meeting with State highway personnel to discuss land 
acquisition procedures, 


Board of Selectmen Annual Report = 1980 


As personnel managers for the Town, the Board developed promotion criteria 
for the fire department; criteria for the police chief's position; a written 
policy on probationary employees setting periodic reviews; with the stated goal 
of improving performance; and a salary schedule for all full-time employees 
that engenders a salary policy for uniformity and fairness, The Board is in 
the process of revising the personnel rules and negotiating the first union 
contract with the police officers, 


During the year, the Board has interviewed candidates for and promoted 
a fire lietenant to deputy chief; a firefighter to the rank of lietenant; and 
two patrolmen to sergeant, Finally, in the area of general management, the 
town meeting approved and the administrative assistant supervised the altera= 
tion of the town hall to make more efficient use of the first floor office 
areas, These interior changes have improve the efficiency of the offices in 
order to handle the increasing demands placed on them. 


On the legal front, the Board successfully concluded two zoning violation 
cases and obtained compliance in six others, without going to the courts, The 
Town is presently pursuing an additional ten cases through the courts, In 
addition, the Board provided the legal protection of the Town when the Plan-= 
ning Board members were sued in a frivolous case, The legal cost of the 
case were partially covered by the Town's Public Officials’ Liability policy. 
The suit is in the process of being settled with no adverse action against our 
public servants and the Town's laws have been upheld, 


The Board has maintained an open policy to all citizens at our meeting, 
hearing concerns ranging from dog damages to the health effects of airborne 
dust, from citizens trying to understand the tax system to the need for street 
lights, road signs and zoning enforcement. In all cases, the Board listened 
to the concerns of the residents and acted, in the best interst of the Town 
and its citizens, 


The Board will continue to improve its management skills while maintaining 
a close contact with town residents, Do not hesitate to call this office to 
seek information, The Board looks forward to serving you in the coming year,

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account 
groups of the Town of Pelham for the year ended December 31, 1979 and have issued 
our report thereon, dated March 28, 1980. As part of our examination, we reviewed 
and tested the Town's system of internal accounting control to the extent we 
considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted 
auditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such evaluation is 
to establish a basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and 
extent of other such auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an 
opinion on the financial statements. Such study and evaluation disclosed the 
following conditions that we believe to be material weaknesses. 


Accounting Systems: 


Our audit report of May 11, 1979 recommended certain accounting procedures 
which should be installed in the Town of Pelham. Our letter of July 12, 1979, in. 
response to your request for assistance, detailed procedures for implementing these 
procedures. As of the time the current audit was performed these procedures were 
not implemented. This resulted in additional time consumed in auditing the Town 
records, 


The records maintained by the Treasurer are inadequate. There are no cash j 
receipts and disbursements controls maintained, nor are the bank accounts y 
reconciled monthly. The Treasurer does not render a mont ly statment to the 
Selectmen, nor are balances reconciled to the Selectmen's records. Debit memos

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Investments of idle funds are not, for the most part, recorded in the 
Treasurer's records and in many instances rolled over without any record on 
the bank statements. [It is recommended that the Selectmen authorize all 
investments of idle funds as well as rollover of certificates of deposit and 
that the Treasurer keep an accurate record of such transactions in his cash 
journals. 


Safeguarding of Town Records: 


The recommendation as to the safeguarding of Town records against fire 
and theft made in previous audits has not been followed. The records of the 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk are kept in a fireproof safe but other records and 
cash are kept in the selectmen's office in files and desk drawers which are not 
fireproof and are not locked. It is again strongly recommended that a fireproof 
file should be obtained to keep such records and kept locked at all times when 
not in use. 


Surety Bonds: 


Town Officials charged with the receipt and expenditures of funds are for 
the most part covered by surety bonds, however, it was noted that clerical staff, 
receiving monies from various departments are not covered by such bond. It is 
recommended that such employees be covered by a surety bond for the protection 
of the Town. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets: 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town has not 
maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to adequately maintain control 
of its existing fixed assets we recommend the Town conduct an inventory of these 
assets as soon as is practical. As part of their long-term policies, Town Officials 
should initiate fixed asset records. Cost or consideration given is the generally 
accepted method for valuing fixed assets, and should be recorded on all new acquisi- . 
tions. Where adequate documentation of cost is unavailable for existing fixed assets, 
an estimate of original cost is an acceptable standard under accounting principles for 
governmental entities. The existance of fixed asset records will not only aid Town 
Officials in their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in long 
range planning. 


Federal Information Returns: 

Federal law requires that any person or partnership providing service to the 
Town in excess of $600 per calendar year must receive an information return annually 
stating the amounts paid to him or them (Form 1099). This procedure has not been 


followed in the past. 


Because of severe penalties for non-compliance, we recommend that the Board of 
Selectmen take immediate corrective action.

Trustees of Trust Funds: 


The Trustees of Trust Funds did not maintain records in sufficient detail to 
permit the application of adequate auditing procedures. There was no documented 
evidence that all Trustees had approved the investing activities of the current 
year. It was also noted that individual ledger accounts were not maintained as 
required by law for common trust funds. We again reconmend that the Trustees of 
Trust Funds immediately take steps to insure that the accounting system be correeted 
and maintained on a timely basis. 


Revenue Sharing: 


During the course of our examination it was noted that the requirement for 
Revenue Sharing Funds applied to budgeted expenditures are not recorded in a . 
memorandum record by voucher number and amount for such expenditures. This has 
been explained to the accountant and such a memorandum record will be initiated. 


Other: 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but 
not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthor- 
ized use or disposition, and the reliability of financial records for preparing 
financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The concept of 
reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of internal accounting 
control should not exceed the benefits derived and also recognizes that the eval- 
uation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgment by management 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the. 
performance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding 
of instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other personal factors. 
Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can be 
circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented 
intentionally .by management with respect either to the execution and recording 
of transactions or with respect to the estimates and judgments required in the 
preparation of financial statements. Further, projection of any evaluation of 
internal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the 
degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation of the Town's system of internal accounting control 


for the year ended December 31, 1979, which was set forth in the first paragraph, 
would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 
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Publication Requirement: 


The provisions of RSA 71-A:21 require that only this letter be published 
in the next annual report. 


However, we suggest that you consider the publication of the entire report 
which includes the auditor's opinion financial statements and notes to financial 
statements. No portion of either the auditor's opinion, financial statements or 
notes to financial statements may be published separately. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of Pelham 
for their assistance during the course of our audit.

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1980 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The breakdown of calls recorded separately does not include the Fire Department 
rescue, ambulance or service calls that are dispatched through the Police Depart— 
ment. The figure for station visits is not a true figure as there is so much 
activity in the department now, it is impossible to keep .an accurate account. 


Several police officers attended various schools relating to police work in 1980. 


Juvenile Court was transferred to Nashua District Court this past year with Sgt.

The Pelham Fire Department responded to a total of 679 calls during 1980. 
This includes 390 fire calls and 289 rescue calls. 


During the past year this department has organized the Pelham Firefighter 
Explorers Club. This organization is for teenagers from the age of 14 to 18. 
They are trained in fighting fires and rescue work. 


This year we sent twelve men to the two day seminar on fire training at 
Keene State College. : 


We now have two separate training officers. Deputy Raymond J. Cashman 
trains the men for fighting fires and Lt. E. David Fisher trains them for 
medical work. Both of these men are certified state instructors. |

The year 1980 was another productive year at the Pelham Incinerator, 
The operation ran smoothly with only minor problems due to the help of manda- 
tory recycling. 


With the passing of mandatory recycling, we are able to cut down on oil 
consumption and maintenance repairs, Last year the recycling income was 
$7,270.10. With the continued effort of the townspeople, we project larger 
recycling income over the next year, 


A service catwalk was completed last year, This addition will aid the 
incinerator personnel in maintaining the units at a quality level, so they 
can keep burning trash efficiently and effectively for years to come, 


Due to the lack of CETA personnel, a third man was hired. Robert Innis 
became that third man in October, With this addition of personnel, overtime 
pay and outside maintenance was cut. The third man, also helped free timeso 
so that the maintenance mechanic could spend more time on maintenance, 


Again this year, I would like to remind those using the facility that 
wood products cannot be any bigger than three feet long and two feet wide. 
All ceramics and dishes should not be thrown into the glass bins, but in the 
barrels in front of the bins, Brush is no longer accepted, A permit should 
be obtained from the fire chief if you wish to burn the brush in your own yard. 


At this time, I wish to thank the incinerator personnel, the selectmen, 
the advisory committee, and especially the people of Pelham for their continued 
cooperation and help in making your incinerator the best facility in the State 
of New Hampshire,

To the Selectmen and Residents of Pelham: 


Constructive and creative use of leisure through participation in recrea- 
tional activities is an essential learning process necessary for the healthy 
development of our young. For the adult, it offers new dimensions and a 
welcomed change from the routine of daily life. For the Parks & Recreation 
Department, the first year of the new decade was one of reorganization, program 
diversity, and commitment to plan and meet the demand for expanded leisure 
opportunities which this decade will bring. The department adopted the theme 
of "Pride in Our Community" and provided a variety of recreational opportunities 
which enhanced the quality of life in Pelham. 


A diversified recreation program provided residents with close to 2,000 
hours of supervised recreational opportunities, The forty-two separate programs 
and special events offered by the department were attended by 2,450 people. 
The summer continues to be the peak season with twenty-four programs offered 
during these months. Over the summer, 9,500 people used the Town Beach, while 
registration for the playground program and swimming instruction were 427 and 
176 respectively. The Junior Leader Program provided an excellent experience 
for youth in their early teens. Certification in C.P.R. and Basic Rescue & 
Water Safety, community service at the Senior Citizens' Hobbs House, Camp 
Alexander and the Newcomb Field, numerous bike trips, and a fundraising effort 
which contributed $800 to the New Hampshire Heart Association were the high 
points of the summer. The Camp Alexander property is the nucleus of these 
opportunities and there is every reason to believe that this facility will 
receive even greater use in the future, 


The department introduced a number of new programs during 1980. The for- 
mation of a Women's Softball League was well received with close to a hundred 
women participating. This first for Pelham women is off to a good start and 
will increase in popularity and autonomy in the future. Tennis instruction 
offered the young and the young at heart an opportunity to improve their game. 
The North Pole Calling Program brought Santa Claus into the hearts and minds 
of numerous Pelham Children, 


During the summer months, it became evident that there were insufficient 
recreational opportunities available to a significant segment of the teenage 
population in town. By September, hard work on the part of a seven member 
Youth Council, some guidance from an adult support group, and numerous dona= 
tions from people in the community had transformed empty space in the old fire/ 
police station into a youth center which became known as The Turning Point. 

The Turning Point provides a comfortable place where youth can congregate, 
socialize, recreate, and listen to music.

Parks and Recreation Department Annual Keport = 1980 


Over the past year, the department initiated long range and immediate 
action to accommodate the needs and desires of our citizens. Voters at the 
March town meeting approved a proposal for a Master Plan to investigate the 
multiple problems at Camp Alexander and to develop a comprehensive improve= 
ment program which pumps life back into the facility. At Camp Alexander the 
basketball and tennis courts were resealed and fenced. The removal of surface 
rocks from the playing field eliminated a potentially hazardous situation. 
Three of the four buildings which had ruptured walls and 2 sagging roof were 
made safe, 





In June, the people of Pelham paid tribute to the late Sergeant John E,. 
Newcomb by naming the Golden Brook Softball Field in his honor. Parking lot 
improvements and continuous maintenance by the Men's Softball League make this 
fieid the best in Pelham. A cooperative effort with the School Board resulted 
in the establishment of an outdoor basketball court at the high school. 















During 1980, the department returned to the general fund $2,466.75 which 
was generated by the various fees and charges. The net cost for recreation 
services to the town was further reduced by $1,900.00 as a result of 2 budget 
freeze in October, Subsicized employment through the College Work Study and 
the C.E.T.A. Youth Program provided the department with $10,570.00 in salaries. 


The arrival of 1981 brings with it numerous challenges for the improvement 
and expansion of recreational opportunities. A brief look into the future 
reveals recommendations contained in the Camp Alexander Master Plan and the 
sorely needed improvements for that facility. Implementation of the proposed 
improvements will eliminate the time consuming and costly need for annual 
repairs and will provide residents with a multi-purpose facility capable of 
supporting a broader range of activities. Beaver Brook as well as other natura 
resources of the community should be utilized for their recreational potential 
The issue of recreation programs for people with special needs has been neglec 
for too long. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Parks & Recreation 
Commission whose continued involvement and support makes this commission an 
asset to the Town of Pelham, I would also like to thank the Board of Selectme 
and all town employees for their support, as well as, the cooperation offered 
by the schools and other municipal departments. Finally, I would like to expre 
@ sincere thanks to the churches and the many private citizens and civic organi 
zations who volunteered their time and resources on behalf of this de partment 
and the services it provides, Collectively, they exemplify the finest qualiti 
in community living, "people helping people to build a better community".

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen and Residents of Pelham: 


I am pleased to provide to the Board and the Town my third report as 
Welfare Officer. 1980 was the busiest year of my tenure for this function. 
Assistance was provided to 28 cases out of 30 applications during the year. 
Fortunately, most of these cases were of short duration, in contrast to the 
two long term cases of 1979. However, there was one new development during 
the year that had some impact on the Town Poor account, court ordered place-=- 
ment of juveniles, There were three of these cases during the year which 
cost the Town over $1,300. As you are aware, the juvenile function was re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of the Pelham Municipal Court and vested in the 
Nashua District Court. 


This year the Town has received $1,420 in payments to liquidate welfare 
leins, These payments may be gauged against expenditures of $8,238.60 for 
the Town Poor account. The Old Age Assistance account cost the Town $6,238.19, 
almost $3,000.00 more than in 1979, This account is difficult to monitor 
because the State is consistently behind in its billing. The Town generally 
gets hit hard every four or five years when they decide to clear their 
accounts. Therefore, the total expenditure for the welfare functions for 
1980 was $14,476.79 or $2,838.79 more than 1978, and $4,661.86 more than 1979. 


In 1981, I requested $15,000.00 for these two accounts, the same as 1980, 
To date the Budget Committee has recommended $9,900.00 for Town Poor and 
$3,000.00 for Old Age Assistance, I intend to ask them to reconsider the Old 
Age Assistance and request $5,000.00. We spent $6,238.19 in 1980 and I fore- 
see no lessening in the expenditures for this account, 


The Town should expect to see these expenditures continue to grow in 
1982, The general condition of the economy and the need to provide for the 
basic needs of individuals and families will imrease the pressures on these 
accounts. However, through close monitoring, I feel the increases can be 
kept at a reasonable level,

ANNUAL REPORT = 1980 


During the first year of the new decade the Nation's economic situation 
has virtually controlled growth and development, ‘This has allowed your 
Planning Board more time to concentrate on a program of revising, reviewing, 
and updating many of our regulations to keep pace with our needs and to work 
upon a Master Plan for Pelham, We trust this will aid in a more orderly 
development in the future, Increased construction costs have resulted in 
only four new subdivisions requiring road construction, Thirty-eight lots 
were created, The remaining ten new lots are the result of single lots being 
cut from parcels on existing roads, Only thirty-seven permits for one and 
two familty dwellings have been issued in the past twelve months, 


In January the Planning Board held public hearings on a petition to 
allow the construction of an elderly housing complex in the residential zone 
on Windham Road and later aided in the planning of the site development. At 
the end of the year 24 units, including three for handicapped persons, were 
ready for occupancy, The number of applicants far exceeded the number of 
available units, It gives us much pleasure to have helped to make it possible 
for our older citizens to have comfortable, affordable, new homes, 


In response to a petition, the Board held hearings on a building code 
change which would allow the use of "Aspenite" in place of plywood in construc= 
tion of walls and roofs, This was placed on the warrant and approved by 
town meeting vote, Feeling that: our building code needs updating, we estab-= 
lished a Building Code Study Committee made up of the three building inspectors, 
an electrical contractor and a builder from the Planning Board, two other 
members of the Planning Board and members of the building community. Attendance 
was minimal and little was accomplished, We hope the coming year will be more 
productive, 


We were more successful with the Master Plan. Last year the Thoresen 
Group of Portsmouth, New Hampshire, was engaged to develop a Master Plan for 
Pelham, They consulted with each department concerning their view of future 
needs, analyzed census reports, demographics, Nashua Regional Board studies, 
soils, maps, Water Quality survey, etc. A Sounding Board of interested towns= 
people met with the Planning Board and the consultants monthly to discuss and 
recommend areas to be studied and included. Copies of the final draft were 
placed in the Town Hall and the library for citizens to read and suggest changes 
or additions or corrections, A public hearing will be held early in 1981 
before the plan is presented for adoption, 


Harly in the year the Planning Board joined in a study of the recreational 
needs of Pelham, offering assistance and available maps, etc. to the Camp 
Alexander Master Plan Study. The Board also assisted in developing plans for 
improvements to the Elmer G. Raymond Memorial Park=the "Scout Lot". Oppor-= 
tunity for greatly expanded use of this site could be advantageous not only 
to the Scouts, but to all residents. 
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Commercial site development in Pelham has long been loosely controlled 
resulting in haphazard construction, inadequate and unfinished parking lots, 
lack of landscaping, etc. eat year the Planning Board has worked to produce 
new Site Review Regulations, Many hearings were held with controversial 

viewpoints. Eventually, these differences were resolved and the new rules 
were adopted in October, As a result of these regulations, a bond will be 
required te assure completion of the Pian as presented. No occupancy permit 
will be issued until all requirements have been met, 


This procedure nes also been adopted to insure grading, loaming end 
revegetation of all gravel pits. The town meeting in March transferred the 
jurisdiction over Earth Removal and Hazardous Pits from the selectmen to the 
Planning Beard, In June hearings were held on a Hazardous Pits Ordinance and 
related subdivision regulations, The approved excavation regulations will 
require before and after topographic plans, bonding to insure reloaming and 
seceding of disturbed areas, specific hours of operation, etc, Since adoption 
in July, we have considered each pit individually and all but one of the 
active operations are now in compliance or in the process, To protect the 
environment and the neizhborhood the Board will pursue legal enforcement if 
necessary, We support the need for a Code Enforcement Officer, 


To help broaden our taxebase, we have welcomed Bellofram and approved 
adéitions to Raytheon, Purity Market, Pelnam Bank and Trust, and Post Office, 
the American Legion building and new storage facility on Pulpit Rock Road. 

We have adopted Flood Plain Maps to aid in the prevention of unsound or unin= 
surable buildings in flood areas, We pars recommended the appointment of an 
Historic District Commission and adopted a Discretionary Easement Minimum 

Land Area Policy to benefit both the landowner and the Town, We are concerned 
about hazardous waste disposal ond the protection of Pelham's water supply. 

We are also concerned with the impact that, the Rockingham Park plan may have 

upon Pelnam, 


As you can see, our concerns are many and varied, We have had a produc- 
sive year, We have tried to address many of our long standing problems. With 
continued effort of the Board, guidance of the Mester Plan and your continued 
support we hope to make Pelham an even more desirable place to live,

ANNUAL REPORT 1980 


The voluntary time and effort, well spent by the members of the Conserva- 
tion Commission this year, demonstrate a real environmental awareness and con- 
cern and active involvement through our existing programs as well as participa- 
tion on other town boards in planning for Pelham's future. 


In 1981, we will continue to meet with townspeople, local, and state 
officials to obtain necessary information in assessing and fulfilling future, 
town conservation objectives. Your commission will continue to represent your 
concerns for environmental quality through its representatives serving on the 
Planning Board, Forestry Committee, and of primary import, the Master Plan 
Sounding Board. Commission members will continue to take an active role in 
State sponsored, educational seminars and assist the state in site review for 
local wetland, dredge and fill applications. 


With regard to natural resources and town operational costs, another of 
our major endeavors will continue to be advocacy of recycling at the Town 
Incinerator which is no longer voluntary but mandatory. Our water testing pro- 
gram for town streams and recreational ponds during the swimming season will 
enter its fourth year this spring and has expanded to include assisting the 
Health Officer test other potentially polluted areas upon request. Our campaign 
against Dutch Elm Disease has had a fair success rate, and residents are reminded 
that instruction and the equipment are available through the commission for 
treatment of their elm trees whether the need be preventative or theraputic. 
Despite the commission's intense three year effort to maintain, reserve, and 
protect the Historic Sherburne Elm, the elm has now entered second stage of 
Dutch Elm Disease as confirmed by a N.H. certified arborist and tree surgeon. 
Research by the Elm Research Institute in Harrisville, New Hampshire, indicates 
that one diseased elm, within a five mile radius of an otherwise healthy tree, 
will result in the inevitable spread of the disease-such is the range of the 
disease carrying, airborne elm beetle, Despite the diseased trees nearby, - the 
Sherburne Elm has been pruned carefully and theraputically treated. The Commis-= 
sion hopes to plant a replacement elm tree within the year with the approval of 
the School Board, However, arrangements to have the Historic Elm Plaque perma 
nently affixed on its present 250+ year old site will be made, 


As in the past, we will continue to enable two Pelham youths the opportunity 
to attend State nner eee Summer camp -—— a valuable and memorable educational 
experience by those who have attended in past years. Asa reminder, we invite 
public participation at our meetings throughout the year, held the fourth 
Wednesday of each month, Town Hall, 7:30 p.m., in an effort to respond to areas ~ 
of citizen interest, |

The requests for inspections by the Health Officer continues to increase, 
This year 23 septis systems were inspected for possible failure and several 
rubbish disposal sites were investigated for suspected land pollution. Eight 
water wells were tested and 43 tests were made on ponds and ‘brooks. 


During the summer a Schistosome epidemic at Little Island Pond was found 
to be caused by both domesticated and wild water fowl and this department worked 
diligently with state and federal officials to resolve this problem. 


This year, reports of animal bites (23 dog, 3 cat, 1 hamster, 1 gerbel) 
were received, Two premature births were reported and seven Tuberculosis control 
statements recorded, Seventeen Communicable Diseases were reported (1 Malaria, 
1 Chicken Pox, and 15 cases of Strep Throat), Three group day care facilities 
and one family day care home were approved to be licensed. 


Your Health Officer attended several seminars on ground water contamination 
because of &@ growing concern about water quality of both wells and ponds in 
Pelham,

To The Board of Selectmen and Residents of Pelham: 


It has been a pleasure serving as representative to the Nashua Regional 
Planning Commission on behalf of Pelham during 1980. You can see from the enclosed 
report of our Executive Director that it has been a busy year. As illustrated 
during the work on the Camp Alexander Master Plan, communications between the Town 
and the Commission have been greatly increased within the past year, We have gotten 
to know one another better and when needs have arisen, we have moved faster and 
better to meet those needs, 


Not always so visible, but equally important, are benefits we in Pelham receive 
because of our membership in the Nashua Regional Planning Commission, 


Fine=-tuning its own internal committee operations has enabled the Commission 
to more effectively deliver information to member communities, Perhaps nowhere was 
this more visible than by way of the series of water quality seminars offered. 

Good tasting drinking water does not begin nor end at town borders, What became 
obvious through the seminars is that we are just. beginning to understand some of 
the long term effects on our underground water supplies (aquifers) by the indis- 
criminant burial of hazardous waste materials, run-off from our highways, and the 
sometimes inept care of our water holding capabilities found in our wetlands, ponds, 
and gravel deposits. 


Likewise, good highways and transportation modes do not start and stop at 
Pelham's town lines. As a regional agency, NRPC is aware of plans from the state 
or federal level and of plans and needs of its member localities; it is therefore, 
a natural liaison agent, Liaison benefits can be best illustrated by presentations 
made at recent commission meetings by the Commissioner and Assistant Commissioner 
of the New Hampshire Department of Public Works and Highways. Plans to improve 
the Route 4 By=pass through Nashua and Merrimack and its place in the larger scheme 
of the highway systemwwere discussed. The changes suggested, specifically the 
critical placement of proposed toll booths, will impact the entire area because 
of the expected changes it is expected to create in Nashua's traffic patterns. 


There are no ready answers to issues as illustrated by the above, but building 
of awareness and understanding of all members' needs and especially fostering the 
spirit of cooperation among those members may well be one of the most useful services 
offered by Nashua Regional Planning Commission, 
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In addition to its being a pleasure serving = Pelham's representative, it 
hee been a personally fulfilling role because of the constant education that has 
been obtained by your commiss

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NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
1980 ANNUAL REPORT 


Town of Pelham 


1980 was a productive year for the Nashua Regional Planning Commission, with 
progress made in the areas of mass transit, water quality, highway planning, 
and local planning service. 


Under the leadership of Pelham's Commissioner, Joanne Langdon, the Commission 
was able to supply a host of planning assistance services to Pelham. The 
most indepth service to Pelham this year was the work completed on the Camp 
Alexander recreation plan. From the preliminary stages, NRPC provided direct 
planning service on the project, ranging from a recreational inventory and 
analysis to site planning and design work, with ongoing consultation. 


On a regional level, Pelham's membership provided us the Opportunity to under- 
take a number of areawide programs and plans. 


The transit study, which was little more than a concept at year's beginning, 
has progressed to an analysis of seven transit system alternatives, three of 
which have been selected for more detailed study prior to the anticipated en- 
dorsement of one system in September 1981. The study has enjoyed full parti- 
cipation by its Citizen Advisory Committee and several area transportation 
committees. 


The need for a quality water supply has touched most of our lives. The Re- 
gional Planning Commission has sought to further public awareness of the current 
water situation through a series of programs and events, the foremost of which 
was the completion of an update to portions of the 1973 NRPC Water Quality Plan. 
The result was a published inventory documenting the availability, current 

usage and future capacity of public sewerage and water facilities in the region, 
with notes on localized groundwater quality. Three seminars were held for area | 
officials and citizens to gain a better understanding of water quality issues, 
each featuring guest speakers who are experts in their fields. The first, held 
in June, pinpointed alternative methods for the design and construction of sub- 
surface wastewater disposal systems and approaches to avoid the indiscriminate 
expansion of public. sewer lines. The second and third seminars constituted a 
joint presentation and were held in October and December. The topic was ground- 
water contamination and protection. In addition to listing common sources of 
contamination, the seminars provided a repertoire of methods for regulating 
these contaminant sources. 


Highway planning programs, at the Commission, culminated in the recent publica- 
tion and distribution of the 1980 Nashua Area Transportation Report. Assistance 
was rendered to the State of New Hampshire in the continued monitoring of "hot 
spot" traffic intersections which are threatening the quality of Nashua's air. 
Traffic count summaries were prepared for each area municipality. Also, work 

has been extended to employers in the region to promote carpooling and vanpooling. 


Local planning assistance took on a new look this year. In an effort to maxi- 
mize results, the Commission adopted a policy whereby communities can request 

concentrated planning assistance on a biannual basis. Under this policy, four 
of the twelve area communities received intensive service since the summer. 
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The result has been a more practical product for the municipality, one which 
may have replaced the need for a community to hire a professional consultant 
at premium rates. Plans are underway for more projects as requests are received. 


Other work tasks included development of a unified data base and format for 
community statistical profiles (monographs); quarterly publication of the 
Soundings newsletter; a seminar on capital budgeting; the completion of approxi- 
mately 140 A-95 reviews to ensure consistency of federal funding decisions with 
local policies and plans; a series of "Dispatch" memos highlighting current 
planning events; and completed inventories of recreational facilities and non- 


point sources of pollution in each community. 


The Commission looks forward to serving Pelham in 1981 and welcomes comments 
or suggestions which will make our programming reflective of your needs.

We are very proud of our dedicated 
staff who give care under all types of conditions. Clinic 
activities included 2 immunization sessions where 84 immuniza- 
tions were given, 16 hypertension screenings for Seniors where 
471 blood pressure checks were done and 20 children receiving 
well child care through our Well Child Program.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Memorial School in said District 
on the 18th day of March, 1981 at 7:30 p.m. to act upon the following articles:

District. 


2. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Officers chosen 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


3. To choose Agents and Committees in relation to any subject in this 
Warrant. 


4. To see if the School District will authorize the School Board to make 
application for and to accept on behalf of the District and to expend any or 
all grants or other funds for educational purposes which may now or hereafter 
be forthcoming from the United States Government and/or the State of New 
Hampshire. 


5. To see if the School District will vote to authorize the School Board 
to accept and to expend in: the name of and in behalf of the School District gifts 
for the use of the Schools. 


6. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Sixteen Thousand and Twenty-nine ($16,029) Dollars for the purpose of 
establishing a program for the education of gifted and talented students as 
recommended by the Gifted and Talented Study Committee in its final report to 
the Pelham School Board dated December 17, 1980. Further, to direct the School 
Board to implement the recommended program over several years, commencing with 
the E. G. Sherburne School during the 1981-82 school year; or to take any other 
action relative thereto. (Budget Committee Approved) 


7. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Eight Thousand ($8,000) Dollars for the purpose of installing a new oil 
burner chamber at the Pelham Memorial School. (Budget Committee Approved) 


8. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Eight Thousand ($8,000) Dollars for the purpose of installing a gym divider 
at the Pelham High School. (Budget Committee Disapproved) 


9. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Eleven Thousand ($11,000) Dollars for the purpose of installing new windows 
in the east wing, south side of the E. G. Sherburne School. (Budget Committee 
Approved) 


10. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Ten Thousand Seven Hundred ($10,700) Dollars for the purpose of insulating 
the open concept area of the E. G. Sherburne School. (Budget Committee Approved) 


ll. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500) Dollars for the purpose of making renovations in 
the E. G. Sherburne School.
